The Save Our Schools coalition of 
parents yesterday formally informed 
all five trustees of Lompoc Unified 
School District that a move is under way 
to recall them from office in a dispute 
over school closures. 
David Wulftange, an SOS official, 
handed each trustee a copy of “ Notice of 
Intention,” that spelled out the reasons 
for the recall effort. The notification 
came at the end of a special meeting 
which had been called to discuss im­ 
plementation of the new collective 
bargaining law for school employes. 
Wulftange said a copy of the notice 
would be filed with Hie county clerk’s of­ 
fice today as required by law Trustees 
will have seven days after that filing to 
submit copies of their responses to the 
charges. 
The action is being undertaken against 
each member of the school board. 
Grounds for the recall action “ are in­ 
cluded in, but not limited to the 
following: 
“ The members of the board of trustees 
have been: unresponsive to the elec­ 
torate; insensitive to community con-

School officials said the action ef­ 
fectively scuttles plans for im ­ 
plementing the program in the fall The 
vote included some proxies from parents 
who were unable to be on hand for the 
meeting School trustees Gail Steiger 
and Barbara Berg were silent observers 
of the action. 


The parents voted against the program 
despite a last ditch appeal by Robert 
Thompson, d is tric t director of 
curriculum and the administrator 
closest to the program

The action by SOS ends a month of 
suspense since the organization an­ 
nounced on April 8 that they planned to 
mount a recall action against the 
trustees because of the school board ac­ 
tion in ordering the closing of La Mesa 
and Miguelito schools in the fall. The 
school board had acted after reports of 
further declines in enrollment and an un­ 
certain economic future. 
SOS and proponents of the recall effort 
will have six months to gather signatures 
of their supporters. If the drive is succes­ 
sful. the county clerk would ask the 
school board to set an election date.

Thompson told the audience of about 60 
persons that the EC F program was the 
most effective primary education 
program that he had encountered in his 
19 years in education Later he told this 
reporter he had he meant to say 29 years. 
The meeting began at 7:14 p m in the 
school as Dorothy Liss, a parent and 
chairperson of the district advisory com­ 
mittee for ECE. outlined some of the 
history of the EC E movement. She said 
the program was designed to give special 
Emphasis to reading, math and language 
arts in the kindergarten, first, second 
and third grades Parent participation 
was one of the key elements, she said 
The initial plans were to restrict the 
voting to those parents who will have 
children in those grades in the fall, but 
that was changed when some of the 
parents said they would be the ones to 
make the program work even though 
their own children were older. 
Liss said the goal of the program was 
to have a ratio of one adult in the clas­ 
srooms to each IO students. She con­ 
ceded that most schools found it difficult 
to achieve that standard. 
Parents questioned Liss closely on 
details on the program and expressed 
strong criticism. One parent, a former 
teacher, conceded the value of aides in 
the classroom, but declared: " I don't 
want some neighbor teaching my child.” 
Another declared. “ At the moment we 
don't need it.” 
One defender said. “ I'm really getting 
scared." She was responding to a welter 
of opposition. Another parent echoed her 
concern. She said she feared that the 
parents might reject the program now 
and find the following year that they 
really need it. only to be disqualified. 
One parent summarized the feeling of 
several when he said the parents had 
nothing against ECE. but that they were 
hesitant to undertake the responsibility 
in the face of having to assimilate about 
IOO students on transfer from La Mesa 
School He also said he was concerned 
about the extra work required bv ECE 
and said a handful of parents would 
probably be burdened with it.

More than 200.000 entries from thou­ 
sands of high schools in all of the 50 
states were entered in this year’s

David K Parkinson of the Slate Depart­ 
ment of Health reported that recent test 
results showed that excessive and illegal 
levels of diatomaceous earth dust were 
present in the working environment of 
the Lompoc plant 
Plant manager CA Carlson told the 
Record yesterday that J-M would not 
answer the questions as promised 
because that information is related to 
lawsuits pending and would be 


10,000 that eventually reached final judg­ 
ing in New York, the rest being 
eliminated in local and regional judging.

U D IN E. Italy (U P I) - A second 
strong shock wave today jolted this 
devastated region of northeastern Italy 
where the death toll from Thursday 
night s earthquake was reported nearing 
the 500 mark. 
The seismic monitoring station at 
Trieste said the second strong shock 
wave hit the region at 2:44 p.m. (6:44 
a m. PDT) 18 hours after the first quake 
which did minor damage through much 
of Western Europe. 
It said the new shock was centered 
near Monte San Simeone, about 24 miles 
north of this regional capital. 
The monitoring station did not give the 
specific intensity of the second shock 
wave and further details were not im­ 
mediately available. 
A police official directing search and 
rescue operations at the almost com­ 
pletely flattened town of Majano said 460 
persons were known dead and more than 
1.000 injured. 
The officials said the casualty toll 
would almost certainly go higher as 
search teams uncovered more bodies in 
the rubble. 
The Italian government, the U.S. 
Army and the Communist party joined 
forces to mount a massive relief opera­ 
tion with local Red Cross and police of­ 
ficials. 
The temblor measuring 6.9 on the 
Richter scale was the worst to hit 
Europe since a quake killed 1.100 persons 
in Skopje. Yugoslavia in 1963. And it was 
the worst in the world since a 7.3 
earthquake killed 23.000 persons in 
Guatemala on Feb. 4. 
The first major shock hit Thursday at 9 
p m 
and a series of 20 or more 
aftershocks continued until this morn­ 
ing. 
Fires swept through some of the dozen 
or more stricken towns, hampering 
rescue efforts by an estimated 2,500 
search and rescue workers. Large 
boulders blocked many of the roads 
leading to the devastated cities. 
Earthquakes are rare in Western 
Europe and the shocks that did minor 
damage in Yu goslavia. Fran ce. 
Belgium. Germany and Austria sent 
many residents fleeing into the streets in 
panic. 
Trustees act on 
bargaining matters

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District, yesterday, formally designated 
the California School Employes Associa­ 
tion (CESA) the exclusive bargaining 
representative for some 300 classified 
employes. Negotiations on salaries and 
fringe benefits begin on July I, as set 
forth by provisions of the state’s first 
collective bargaining law for school 
employes. 
Relations between the school board 
and certificated employes, principally 
teachers, was another matter 
The school board in effect challenged 
the Lompoc Federation of Teachers’ 
(LFT ) claim that the organization had a 
majority of teachers supporting it; 
turned the question of who should 
properly be in the certificated bargain­ 
ing unit over to the state's new Educa­ 
tion Employe Relations Board (E E R B ) 
fora ruling; and finally, authorized Supt 
Clarence Bloom “ to secure legal or con­ 
sultant service to represent the district 
as needed in any and all matters relating 
to the collective bargaining law " 
The action in turning the question over 
to E E R B for a ruling raises a cloud over 
negotiations that are supposed to get un­ 
der way on July I In anticipation of that 
vacuum. Norman Larson, president of 
LFT asked the board to begin to 
negotiate immediately with the Cer­ 
tificated Employe Council, (CEC) “ to 
resolve major budgetary proposals 
before the end of school in June ” He 
also stressed the importance of honoring 
any agreements after the CEC dies and 
gives way on July I to the new collective 
bargaining posture. 
The CEC is composed of six members 
of Lompoc Education Association. 
(LEA), and three members from LFT

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Unemploy­ 
ment held steady at 7.5 per cent in April 
while the total number of workers with 
jobs increased to a record high, the 
Labor Department reported today. 
It was the first time since 1973 that the 
nation has gone seven straight months 
without an increase in unemployment 
Total employment rose tty 710,000 
persons to a record 87.4 million.

President Ford headed his 
faltering campaign to the 
Midwest today with a new 
strategy: Emphasize his own 
achievements in office and let 
others counterattack Ronald 
Reagan. 
Among the accomplishments 
Ford would like to take credit 
for is the economy, but he has 
so far been forced on the defen­ 
sive by Reagan attacks on his 
foreign policy. 
Ford got some new ammuni­ 
tion for his trip to Nebraska and 
Missouri when the Labor 
Department reported today the 
unemployment rate held steady 
at 7.5 per cent in April and a 
record high number of persons 
were employed for the third 
straight month. 
Ford’s new strategy, his 
aides said today, is for him to 
talk positively about his record 
and programs and let sur­ 
rogates, like Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water, Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller and Commerce 
Secretary Elliot Richardson, 
make the attacks on Reagan. 
Democratic 
front-runner 
Jimmy Carter today got the 
blessing of liberal labor leader 
Leonard Woodcock, head of the 
United Auto Workers. Wood­ 
cock, after defending Carter in 
a speech, told reporters in 
Detroit,, “I am most sympa­ 
thetic to his candidacy and I 
have no concern with him on 
any of the issues.” 
He criticized Morris Udall, 
who is making his last stand in 
the May 18 Michigan primary, 
for referring to Carter as a 
“conservative.” The labor lead­ 
er said. “Those who say Carter 
is almost as conservative as 
Ford and Reagan are speaking 
political nonsense.” 
Carter opened his day in 
Maryland, which also votes 
May 18. with a blistering attack 
on the state Democratic ma­ 
chine, which is backing new­ 
comer Edmund G. Brown Jr. in 
his first primary effort. 
He said the “bosses” support­ 
ing Brown “are the people will­ 
ing to lose an election” rather 
than support him. 
Carter said Brown’s image as 
governor of C alifornia is 
“based on popular nonaction 
and the idea that no action is 
good government.” 
Brown, on Thursday, visited 
Capitol Hill and won praise 
from many party stalwarts in 
Congress. House Speaker Carl 
Albert said Brown is the only 
one who can stop Carter’s drive 
for the nomination.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Internal Revenue Service says 
five m illionaires paid no 
federal income tax in 1974.

Proposition 15 proponents 
file contribution report 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Contributions from Hollywood 
celebrities, rock concerts, and 
the sale of T-shirts have helped 
raise $616,269 for the campaign 
for the Nuclear Power Plants 
Initiative, state records showed 
Thursday. 
Reports filed by Californians 
for Nuclear Safeguards and 
Project Survival, the two major 
backers of Prop. 15 on the June 
8 ballot, said they had spent 
$515,373 of the total to gain sup­ 
port for the initiative. 
At the same time they ac­ 
cused their main opponent, the 
“ No On 15” committee, of 
“possible fraud and conspiracy 
to evade the political reform 
act” for failing to meet a Tues­ 
day deadline for filing the ex­ 
penditure reports. 
The committee admitted it 
failed to meet the deadline but 
said it m ailed the report 
Wednesday. The Secretary of 
State’s office said Thursday it 
had not received the report. 
The Project Survival report, 
an inch-thick document report­ 
ing the income and expendi­ 
tures of the group on behalf of 
the initiative, included such 
small contributions as $32 from 
a garage sale and $35 taken in 
by passing the hat at a meeting. 
The Californians for Nuclear 
Safeguards report listed a 
number of contributions from 
celebrities. Included were Herb 
Alpert, $2,500, James Garner, 
$100. Donna Reed $250, Susan 
St. James $500 and Rob Reiner 
$100 
In addition, the committee 
reported receiving $28,000 from 
a Los Osos group called Sim­ 
patico that has sponsored 
several rock concerts around 
the state in support of the 
proposition. 
Simpatico^ report showed it 


received $9,875 from ticket 
sales, sale of T-shirts and 
program ad v ertisin g at a 
March 27 concert in San Luis 
Obispo starring Jesse Colin 
Young. 
Young teamed with Jackson 
Browne for a March 5 concert 
in Davis that earned $23,203.90. 
A L inda R o n sta d -D a n n y 
O’Keefe concert in March in 
Los Angeles brought in $11,998. 
Simpatico reported total in­ 
come of $97,159.25 of which 
$27,500 was contributed by the 
stars performing without pay. 
Cash contributions totaled 
$62.193 85. 
Pat McLaren, finance direc­ 
tor for “ No On 15.” said 
between Jan. I and May I the 
committee took in $1,364,298 for 


a cumulative total of $1,623,687. 
Total expenditures to defeat the 
initiative were $1,221,645, she 
said.

Radiation experts 


studying old sites 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Federal radiation experts are 
trying to find out whether 
nuclear contamination from the 
early days of the nuclear 
weapons program still exists, 
undetected and undocumented. 
at 49 sites across the nation 
O fficials of the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration in Washington and 
in Oak Ridge, Tenn , said lax 
handling and primitive cleanup 
of radioactive materials at the 
sites during and immediately 
after World War II may have 
left contamination levels unac­ 
ceptable by today's standards 
Many of the sites are no 
longer under government con­ 
trol. Officials say they have few 
if any records of radioactive 
materials that were buried at 
some of the sites or bomb 


debris that may be left. 
We don't think that there 
are any serious problems, but 
we don't really know.” Dr. 
Martin B Biles, head of the 
ERDA Division of Safety. Stan­ 
dards and Compliance, said

qualifies 


voters 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate, responding to fraud 
charges in recent San Francis­ 
co elections. Thursday passed 
two bills designed to guarantee 
that only qualified voters cast 
their ballots. 
However, a third measure in 
the package by Sen. Milton 
Marks,R-San Francisco,bogged 
down in partisan debate, and 
action was postponed. 
Approved on a 27-0 vote with 
no debate and sent to the Senate 
was one bill (SB1653) which 
sought to clarify that Califor­ 
nians may have only one 
“domicile” from where they 
can vote, no matter how many 
“residences” they may have in 
the state. 
It specified that “domicile” 
generally would be considered 
the place where a person listed 
as his home on his drivers 
license or automobile registra­ 
tion. 
The second m e a s u r e 
(SB1654), approved on a 27-1 
vote, would change the way 
voters are rem oved from 
registration rolls if they fail to 
vote and move to another 
county. 
Instead of this registration 
“purge” occurring only after 
the general elections, it would 
also occur after the primary 
elections as well under the 
Marks bill. 
The final part of the package 
was a hotly debated bill 
(SB1655) that would allow 
precinct board members to de­ 
mand identification from un­ 
familiar voters. If the voter had 
no identification, he would be 
required to sign an affadavit un­ 
der penalty of perjury as to his 
identity. 
D em ocratic floor leader 
David Roberta D-Van Nuys, 
and other Democrats bitterly 
complained that the require­ 
ment would scare off voters, 
particularly minorities and 
persons who move frequent­ 
ly 
Marks angrily said it was 
“disgraceful” that he should be 
accused of trying to make it 
more difficult for someone to 
vote. At the last minute before 
the vote. Marks asked that the 
measure be put off for con­ 
sideration again another day.

Milk production 
increase predicted; 


no consumer break 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Milk production will rise this 
year but consumers will con­ 
tinue to pay more for dairy 
foods th an a y e a r ago, 
A g ric u ltu re D e p a rtm e n t 
economists say. 
They reported today that 
average retail prices for all 
dairy foods declined in March 
as lower prices for manufac­ 
tured items like butter more 
than offset continuing increases 
for bottling milk. Even after 
the decline, however, dairy 
products which rose sharply 
last fall and w inter still 
averaged 8 per cent above a 
year earlier. 
For 1976 as a whole, the 
report added, prices probably 
will average 6 to 8 per cent 
above the full year 1975 
average 
On the production front, the 
report predicted increasing 
supplies both in this country 
and around the world. 


In the United States, officials 
said this year’s lower prices for 


livestock feed grains probably 
will lead farmers to push total 
1976 production to 117.5 billion 
pounds, up two billion pounds or 
nearly 2 per cent from 1975. 
Globally, the report added 
that production during the early 
months of 1976 is up in most 
major dairying countries, and 
supplies “could considerably 
exceed the earlier forecast for 
a I per cent rise from a year 
earlier.” 
Experts said American farm­ 
ers probably will see their raw 
milk prices declining during the 
flush production season this 
spring But with government 
price support floors up this 
year, prices during the seasonal 
slump are expected to run IO to 
15 per cent above a year 
earlier 
The report added that far­ 
mers' total cash receipts for 
milk during the first three 
months of this year were up 
nearly 25 per cent from a year 
earlier because of a combina­ 
tion of higher prices and larger 
production 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation sought by Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger to 
prevent judges from participat­ 
ing in plea bargaining has pas­ 
sed the Senate with no votes to 
spare. 
The measure (SB1449) by 
Sen. Dennis C arpenter, R- 
Newport Beach, was sent to the 
Assembly Thursday on a 21-17 
vote, the exact majority nee­ 
ded. Carpenter said his bill was 
designed to satisfy an “angry 
public.” 


Carpenter said closed-door 
bargaining over criminal sent-’ 
ences was undermining public 
confidence in the judicial 
system. He cited the case of 
former Vice President Spiro T 
Agnew as a “classic example 
where most of the people in the 
country thought he should be 
prosecuted.” 


It is specifically aimed at 
preventing judges from agree 
ing to hand down a light 
sentence in exchange for a 
defendant's guilty plea. The bill 
would not affect bargaining 
between prosecuting and de­ 
fense attorneys over dropping 
charges in return for a guilty 
plea to a lesser crime. 


Arguing against the bill was 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
Alfred Song, D-Monterey Park, 
who said: “Let us not eliminate 
this opportunity for plain old 
common-sense discussions.”

Although Mothers Day 
was not made a national 
holiday until 1914, mothers 
have played an important 
role throughout the history 
of the United States. 


While John Adapts was 
helping to found a new na­ 
tion, his wife Abigail was 
lending her support and 
intelligence, meanwhile 
raising the little Adamses, 
one of whom woidd even­ 
tually become the sixth 
president of the United 
States. 


Mercy Otis Warren, 
mother of five, helped fight 
the battle for Indepen­ 
dence with her writings. In 
later years she would pub­ 
lish her 3-volume history of 
the American Revolution. 


With the publication of 
Godey’s iMdy’s Book . 
in 
1837, Sarah Josepha Hale 
became co-creator of the 
first mass-circulation mag­ 
azine. Besides serving as 
editor of the magazine for 
40 years, Mrs. Hale was al­ 
so the mother of five. 


Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
wife and mother, has been 
credited with starting the 
Civil War, due to her novel 
about slave life, Uncle 
Toms Cabin. 


During the Civil War, it 
was a widow, mother of 
five children, who helped 


with the monumental prob­ 
lem of feeding the wound­ 
ed. Annie Wittenmyer is 
credited with designing the 
system now used in hospi­ 
tals to provide patients 
with appropriate meals. 


Many of the women in­ 
volved in the early wom­ 
en’s rights struggle were 
mothers. Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, founder of the 
women’s 
suffrage move­ 
ment, had seven children, 
and Amelia Jenks Bloomer, 
famed for advocating the 
bloomer dress, was the 
adoptive mother of two. 
Lucretia Mott, another 
women’s rights activist, was 
the mother of six. 


In succeeding years, en­ 
compassing several wars, 
women have played an in­ 
creasingly important role 
in the life of the nation, not 
only as wives and mothers, 
but as doctors, riveters, 
stenographers, and legis­ 
lators, to name a few oc­ 
cupations. 


The success of women 
who are also mothers in 
many modem fields would 
not surprise the energetic 
women who have contrib­ 
uted to our nation’s history. 
As Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
once noted, motherhood re­ 
quires “more knowledge 
than any other department 
in human affairs.”

Mention the name Paul Silas around 
the National Basketball Association and 
the first reaction is defense. But the 
Cleveland Cavaliers are finding out that 
Silas can play offense, too. 
The husky Silas, known as one of the 
best defensive and rebounding forwards 
in the NBA, turned offensive Thursday 
night. He scored ll of his 21 points in the 
fourth quarter to squelch a Cleveland 
rally and give the Boston Celtics a 111-99 
victory over the Cavaliers in the opening 
game of their NBA semifinal playoff 
series. 
Silas went to the offensive when the 
Cavaliers, who once trailed by 16 points, 
pulled even at 77-77 at the end of the third 
period. His three-point play in the final 
quarter all but crushed Cleveland. 
‘‘I’m looking to shoot m ore this 
series,” said Silas. “ I talked to David 
(Cowens) before the game and he felt 
any time I was in a position to shoot, I 
should. I find the more involved I get in 
the offense, the more involved I become 
on defense.” 
“ We thought we had them in the third 
quarter when they were resting some of 
their guys,” said Cleveland Coach Bill 
Fitch. "But we made some foolish offen­ 
sive and defensive errors, like four in a 
row. After that, the Celtics had a great 
running gam e.” 


John Havlicek led Boston with 26 
points while Dick Snyder and Campy 
Russell had 21 each for the Cavaliers. 
The winner of the Boston-Cleveland 
series, which resumes Sunday, will face 
the winner of the Golden State-Phoenix 
matchup for the NBA title. That series 
resumes in Phoenix tonight with the 
clubs tied at 1-1. 
In the ABA championship series, 
Julius Erving continued his one-man 
show, leading the New York Nets to a 
117-11 victory over the Denver Nuggets 
and a 2-1 lead. 
Erving, who scored 45 and 48 points in 
the first two games, scored 31 Thursday 
night, eight in the last 90 seconds, to 
secure the victory. He accounted for 
eight straight points, two blocked shots 
and two steals in the final 90 seconds and 
in all, had IO rebounds and four blocked 
shots. 


Erving now has 124 points in the three 
games, most of them against one of the 
top defensive players in the ABA, Bobby 
Jones. 


“Jones is excellent in team defense,” 
said Erving. “ But as far as individual 
defense goes, he can’t stop m e.” 
David Thompson led Denver with 32 
points, but an offensive foul call against 
him near the end crushed the Nuggets’ 
hopes.

Reggie Leach had a pretty good month Thursday night. 
The 26-year-old Philadelphia right wing, who led the National Hockey League with 
61 regular season goals, scored five goals in the Flyers’ 6-3 victory over the Boston 
Bruins to establish one playoff record and tie two others, while vaulting the two-time 
defending Stanley Cup champions into the finals once again. 
The triumph set up a showdown between the NHL’s top two regular season point 
leaders, the Flyers and Montreal Canadiens, who reached the finals by crushing the 
New York Islanders’ dream s Thursday night with a 5-2 win. They begin their best-of- 
seven series Sunday night in Philadelphia. 
When Leach scored his first goal at 5:45 of the first period, it was the ninth straight 
playoff game, in which he had scored, and broke the record set by the Canadiens 
Maurice Richard in both 1946 and 1952. 
He tied a record for most goals in a period by adding three in the second period, 
then joined Richard and Toronto’s Darryl Sittler in the record book for most goals in 
a playoff game when he scored his fifth in the third period. 
Meanwhile, Montreal gained the finals when Steve Shutt lived up to his reputation 
as a "garbage player” by scoring two goals on perfect setups. 
“They say I get a lot of garbage goals, but I like to say I’m just finishing off the 
plays and putting in the rebounds,” said Shutt. “ It just so happened I was right in 
front of the net both times. We knew we had to beat them because if we had to go 
back to Long Island, they’d be tearing at us.”

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - Gold 
medalist Dorothy Hamill, America’s 
sweetheart on ice skates, is tired of the 
pressure of competition and is ready to 
turn pro so she can entertain people — 
not judges. 
“ The Olympics was my goal,” Hamill 
said. " It’s the highest goal any am ateur 
performer can reach. I’ve been com­ 
peting ll long years, and I thought that 
was long enough.” 
The 19-year-old pixie, whose squinty 
eyes and bright smile won the hearts of 
millions, announced Thursday she has 
signed a two-year contract to skate with 
the Ice Capades. A few days earlier, 
ABC-TV announced it had worked out a 
deal for her to star in two television 
specials. 
Terms of the two contracts were not 
disclosed, but they were estim ated to be 
in the million-dollar bracket. 
She will make her debut with the Ice 
Capades Sept. 15 in Pittsburgh and plans 
to skate six months a year with the show. 
The tv specials were scheduled to be 
aired in late 1976 and early 1977. 
Her am ateur career ends May 15 with 
her final performance in Denver, Colo., 
where she trained for the Olympics. 
Hamill, a diminutive 5-3 brunette, won 
the hearts of millions with her gold 
medal performance at the 1976 Olym­ 
pics at Innsbruck, Austria, and then go­ 
ing on to win the world skating title in 
Sweden. 
When she returned to Binney Pond, 
where she got her ice skating start in 
Connecticut, townspeople renamed it in 
her honor. 
“I’m very excited about it (turning 
pro),” she said. “ I’ll be able to be more 
creative. In competition, the music 
always has to be classical. Now I can use 
other music. 
“I like to do a show program to enter­ 
tain people instead of judges. I’ve always 
wanted to be in a show. 
She conceded am ateur competition 
was “very tense.” 
“ I feel much more relaxed now, and I 
think it (Ice Capades) will be a lot of fun. 
ITI be able to do things that I enjoy more. 
This will give me an opportunity to 
branch out.” 
Hamill said she was glad the pressure 
of competition is over. 
“The pressure had been building very 
slowly,” she said. “ It was after the 
Olympics that I decided to turn profes­ 
sional, but I wanted to wait until after 
the world championships to do it.” 
The night before her winning perfor­ 
mance was the worst, she admitted. 
“You know, they don’t let parents stay 
in Olympic Village. I was quite lonely, 
and there was a stack of telegram s, 
some from people I knew, others I didn’t 
know, saying, ‘We’re pulling for you.’ 


"I started to cry and said to myself, ‘I 
can’t let all these people down.’” 


But when she got out on the ice, her 
main thought was not on the gold medal. 


wanted to do the best I could 
be happy about what I was 
"I just 
and still 
doing.” 


Although she doesn’t like the pressure, 
she said she isn t afraid of the competi­ 
tion. 


"I always wanted the skating competi­ 
tion to be tough, but if s the pressure to 
win I didn’t like. Show skating is what 
I ve always enjoyed.” 


Hamill loves performing and doesn’t 
think it would become a chore.

N Y ( U P U - 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tion C o m m issio n e r D ave 
DeBusschere Thursday night 
announced, at the halftime of 
the ABA championship series 
between New York and Denver, 
the league’s Board of Trustees 
had voted to “term inate" the 
Virginia Squires and approved 
the transfer of the Spirits of St.

One man's file 


The new headquarters of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion in Washington was com­ 
pleted just in time. The bureau 
must have been in desperate 
need of warehouse space. 
According to the report of 
the Senate Intelligence Com­ 
mittee, the FBI has developed 
intelligence files on more than 
500,000 American citizens over 
the past four decades. That’s a 
lot of “subversives.” 
By way of creating a unique 
monument to this era in 
American history, Princeton 
University politics professor 
H.H. Wilson is collecting 
copies of FBI dossiers, beginn­ 
ing with his own. The collec­ 
tion will eventually be placed 
in the university’s Firestone 
Library. 
Thanks to the Freedom of 
Information Act, Wilson was 
able to wrest part of his file 
from the tender grip of the 


FBI. What he received were 60 
h eavily censored pages 
representing surveillance of 
him since 1952. An example of 
the usefulness of the informa­ 
tion was the fact that his name 
was rendered three different 
ways throughout. 
“Anyone in this country who 
was ever active in the peace 
movement, the civil rights 
movement or anything like 
that probably has an FBI file 
on him,” says Wilson. “I 
would like to see all of these 
different files drawn together, 
because it would be highly 
educational for people to be 
able to go through these files 
and see for themselves just 
how much of their tax money 
was wasted ...” 
Wilson’s chief sins, ap-' 
parently, were participation in 
antiwar causes and daring to 
criticize late FBI director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Cannon's flying high 


WASHINGTON — The re election cam­ 
paign of stocky, suntanned Sen. Howard 
Cannon, D.-Nev., is flying high — thanks 
to contributions from the aviation in­ 
dustry he oversees. 
Cannon holds three posts which give 
him a powerful influence over commer­ 
cial aviation and aircraft manufac­ 
turing: 
1. He heads a Com­ 
merce subcommittee, 
which has jurisdiction 
over 
the 
C ivil 
Aeronautics Board. 
The board, in turn. 
regulates the airlines. 
2. He also chairs an 
Armed Services sub­ 
co m m itte e, which 
gives him power over 
Pentagon purchases of 
military aircraft. 
3. He is a key 
member of the Space Committee which 
strengthens his voice in aviation affairs. 
The able Cannon, who speaks softly but 
swings a big stick in the Senate, has 
solicited campaign contributions from 
aviation executives who are beholden to 
him. 
His fundraisers sent out 12.000 letters, 
many of them to industry people. The 
mailing brought back an astonishing 
quarter of a million dollars. We were 
able to trace at least $21,000 to aviation 
executives. 
The list of contributors reads like a 
Who’s Who of the industry. For example, 
nine Page Airways officials, including 
board chairman James P. Wilmot, 
coughed up $1,000 apiece. 
Similar $1,000 contributions were 
made by Edward Daly. World Airways 
president and hero of the Vietnam 
babylift; Robert Six, president of Con­ 
tinental Airlines; Edward Uhl, president 
of Fairchild Industries; and J.F Stall­ 
ings of Capitol International Airways. 
Three executives of the Flying Tiger 
Line contributed a total of $1,400 We 
found contributions running into the 
hundreds from executives of Eastern 
Airlines. 
Frontier Airlines, United 
Aircraft. National Airlines. Western 
Airlines and TWA. There were dona­ 
tions. too. from such defense contractors 
as Boeing. G rum m an. G eneral 
Dynamics and Northrop. 
Peculiarly, the individual donations 
from the defense contractors were 
received and recorded the same day. 
Nonetheless, the employes reached by 
our associate Bob Owens denied they had 
been pressured by their companies to 
contribute. 
Footnote: A spokesman for the senator 
contended that “ if we eliminated 
everyone who does business with the 
Space, Armed Services and Commerce 
Committees, we d eliminate almost 
everyone in American business.” He in­ 
sisted there is no relationship between 
Cannon's votes and his campaign con­ 
tributions. The contributor list, added 
the spokesman, is “very clean, above 
board and honest “ 
CONTAINING CARTER: Democratic 
leaders have been burning up the long­ 
distance telephone lines discussing what 
to do about Jimmy Carter. They want to 
slow his momentum enough that he will 
have to consult them, at least, about his 
policies and appointments 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D.-Minn., for 
one, has told leaders he intends to travel 
around the country and speak out on the 
issues. His intention is to bring public 
p r e ssu r e on C arter to support 
Democratic principles. 
“I’m not going to let him back down on 
our responsibilities to the cities and the 
poor,” Humphrey has told party leaders.

Some leaders are sizing up Sen. Frank 
Church. D.-Idaho, as the candidate who 
might slow Carter’s momentum. The 
private polls show Church gaining 
strongly on Carter in such states as 
Nebraska, Oregon. Nevada and Idaho. 
Calls have already gone out urging key 
Democrats in these states to unite 
behind Church. 
Some Democrats point out that Carter 
must win on the first ballot, that he has 
little second-ballot strength. And they 
doubt that he'll go into the Democratic 
convention with enough delegates for a 
first-ballot victory. 
HUGHES WILL: Within the tight, lit­ 
tle circle of close associates who sur­ 
rounded the late Howard Hughes, there 
is disagreement over the validity of the 
mysterious will that turned up in Salt 
Lake City. 
It was typical of Hughes to share a 
secret with only one aide and to swear 
him to absolute silence. Tile eccentric 
billionaire, therefore, could have 
revealed the will’s existence to one of his 
Mormon attendants, with instructions on 
how to handle it after his death. Hie at­ 
tendant would have arranged for the 
delivery to the Mormon Church in Salt 
Lake City. 
This is the view of one intimate who 
believes the handwriting, misspellings 
and bequest to gas station operator 
Melvin Dummar not only are authentic 
but characteristic of Hughes. 
The tycoon was known to wander, in­ 
cognito. from his penthouse heritage in 
Las Vegas. He also had periods of mental 
confusion. It is entirely possible that he 
could have wound up lying alongside a 
desert road, bleeding 
But other aides have noted what they 
believe are discrepancies in the 
handwriting. In the will. Hughes also 
referred to his giant flying boat as the 
“Spruce Goose.” This was a term he 
never used, nor did his Mormon aides in 
his presence. 
His choice of Noah Dietrich, an es­ 
tranged aide, as executor of the will also 
puzzled his closest aides. They always 
believed their boss would leave the bulk 
of his estate to the Hughes Medical In­ 
stitute in Miami, not split his assets into 
fragments.

Carter invincible? 


The poll tells us that if Senator 
Humphrey had run in Pennsylvania, he 
would have achieved one half the vote, 
well ahead of Carter. Yawn. In the first 
place we can’t know whether that is true. 
In the process of running in behalf of 
oneself, inevitably one runs against 
somebody else. What Humphrey would 
have achieved if he 
had hypothetically run 
can be very different 
from what he would 
have achieved had he 
actually run. Senator 
Humphrey in recent 
days has all but taken 
a blood oath to the 
labor unions, tonsured 
h i m s e l f , 
donned 
coveralls and lunch- 
box. and said: “Tell 
me what to do.” It is 
altogether conceivable 
that if he had run in his present posture, 
even in a state as heavily unionized as 
Pennsylvania, he’d have been rejected. 
After all, we are talking about the man 
who lost to McGovern in California, who 
in turn lost to Nixon in the biggest 
landslide in history. 
An unexamined aspect of the success 
of McGovern is that his mystery reflects 
nicely the difficulties Democrats have in 
being concrete. When a typical 
Democrat promises full employment 
without inflation; or full and “free” 
medical care, the public begins, finally, 
to sense that it is being trafficked with. 
Jimmy Carter is not only less than con­ 
crete, he seems to take the position that 
it is somehow vulgar to be concrete. 
When he is forced to take a direct stand 
on an issue — forced, for instance, in 
front of labor union tribunals to drink to 
the repeal of 14B — then he appears to be 
doing so less out of conviction than out of 
good nature. A matter of indulgence. “If 
you want to go to the World Series that 
bad, sonny, why ITI just dig into mah 
savings and get you a ticket.” 
Thus, to a black audience. Jimmy 
Carter announces that he is for school in­ 
tegration. And to a white audience, he 
says he is against forced busing. In fact 
the two positions are not always incom­ 
patible. In fact. Jimmy Carter hasn’t 
.said what is his position in such parts of 
the United States where the two posi­ 
tions are indeed incompatible. South 
Boston, for instance. He would prefer to 
urge his listeners to believe that under 
his leadership tensions would dissolve: 
why should anybody be mad at anybody 
else, when Jimmy Carter isn’t mad at 
anybody, and loves us all equally? 
I tell you. brothers and sisters, it is a 
formidable posture. And it is in my judg­ 
ment. and in the judgment of men more 
practiced in cynicism (the sharp-eyes. 
sharp-tongued Richard Reeves, for just 
one example) entirely sincere, even if it 
amorphous. I happen myself to believe in 
the coming of the Lord, but I do not 
believe that the Lord takes an emphatic 
moral position on 14B. even if I believe 
that if Jimmy Carter wanted to exclude 
all but theological arguments. I could 
make a monkey out of him in a debate on 
14B. 
It is most commonlv assumed that 


religion is mere incantation. A nice 
ritual, suitable for baptisms, weddings, 
and funerals, and best delivered by 
Hallmark. Carter says it in an entirely 
different context. “In 1967, I had a 
profound 
religious experience that 
changed my life. I accepted Christ into 
my life.” 
That, really, is a terrifying statement. 
And I do not doubt that it is the source of 
the awe and horror some people are ex­ 
periencing as Carter heads for the 
nomination, all but secured by his vic­ 


tory in Pennsylvania. The prospect of a 
president who would attempt to rule ac­ 
cording to the Word is not only anti­ 
cosmopolitan, it is in the nature of 
heresy against the commandments of the 
secular state. Could it be that a Presi­ 
dent Carter would come out against a 
particular measure on the grounds that 
he thought it wrong? 


That is the nature of the Carter 
problem. It is likelier that the system 
will break him, rather than that he will 


break the system. It is also quite possible 
that the general temper of his indulgence 
would bring him to stress good nature to 
the breaking-point of discipline. It has 
been calculated that, while Governor, 
the whole of his administrative in­ 
dulgences was equal to more than the 
sum of its parsimonious parts. Promise 
them simplicity, and a decent austerity, 
and give them Macy’s window. He will 
be pressed to the wall in the coming 
months, but my own guess is that he’s 
going to make it.

Some consumer help 


In this day and age any new law that 
can result in a consumer saving money 
has to be news. 
A new law went into effect on May I 
that'•Will do just that for consumers 
relative to prescription drug prices. 
California’s new generic drug substitu­ 
tion law, sponsored last year by As­ 
sem blym an Barry 
Keene, became effec­ 
tive on that date. The 
law a llo w s p har­ 
m acists to s e le c t 
lower cost generic 
equivalent drugs when 
a 
p r e s c r i p t i o n 
designates a more ex­ 
pensive brand name. 
The California Phar­ 
maceutical Associa­ 
tion claims that the 
legislation can mean a 
$45 million annual sav­ 
ing to the state’s prescription drug users. 


For all of those who wrestle with the 
meaning of the word generic, it is 
relatively simple 
Generics are drug 
products that have the same active 
chemical ingredients as their brand 
name counterparts but without the lofty 
price tags. 


The average generic prescription costs 
$4.70 while the average charge for all 
prescriptions (including both brand 
name and generic drugs) is approx­ 
imately $3.75, a difference of almost one 


dollar. 
Some heavily promoted and widely 
used brands cost up to eight times the 
price of available generic equivalents. 
Health. Education and Welfare (HEW) 
Department and the Federal Drug Ad­ 
ministration (FDA) have determined 
that for the majority of drugs there is no 
significant difference in quality between 
the two. What makes them different is 
the generous promotion afforded brand 
name products. One out of every four 
dollars spent on brand name prescription 
drugs goes to advertising. 
The Pharmaceutical Association ex­ 
ecutive vice-president, Robert C. 
Johnson, says that with the new law the 
traditional role of the pharmacist in dis­ 
pensing therapeutically correct drugs 
has been expanded to aid consumers in 
controlling their medical costs. 


The new law permits but does not 
require substitution. The physician, by 
checking a “no substitution” box on the 
prescription, may prohibit substitution 
The law does require the pharmacist to 
inform the patient of any substitution 
and pass on all cost savings. Under no 
circumstances may the pharmacist dis­ 
pense a drug product chemically dif­ 
ferent from the one prescribed. 


The association offers these tips on the 
new law: 
I. Ask your physician for a generic 
prescription. Most physicians will 
prescribe generically. 


2. If your physician has indicated “do 
not substitute” on your prescription, ask 
him why. Occasionally the physician 
may insist on a brand name. Ask for an 
explanation. 
3. Ask your family pharmacist to ex­ 
plain the prescription drug options 
available to you. There may be as many 
as 20 drug products available that can be 
dispensed to fill an individual prescrip­ 
tion. The cheapest drug, however, is not 
necessarily the safest and most effec­ 
tive.
